whooo President A the eeAbrated geographer, Dr. 
Adolf BMtlan. The starting poAt for the expedi­ 
tion wUI bo from tbe western coast of Africa, at 
Loando, and from the northern lands of the Congo, 
to approach toe district expAred in part by Livlng- 
Btone aad tarther to 1111 out the blank spaces 
to Osatral Afrioo on toe maps. If possible. Dr. 
Potermana, of Gotha, gives a oordlal approvA of 
toe Intended expedition, since every step of ground 
from tbe west coast towards the Aland will be 
new.

The lecture w m 
descriptive of tbe march of the Hbrau) expedition 
into the Land of the Moon, and w m more interest­ 
ing, both A treatm ent and delivery, than the pre­ 
vious effort. But it WM far from being a marked 
success. Mr. Stanley’s elocntion A bad, though it 
Improves m he ge» Into his discourse, and might 
be made accepuble if his manner of treating hls 
Bubjec» was such as to Insure a partial forgetful­ 
ness of hls faul» of oratory. Unfortunately, tbA A 
not the case. The story of the grave dalles of his

not mere intellectual ability, large aud undeniable 
as it was in the present instaaoe. It was not 
ortlcial station.

should hold uo becU atatiuu. To-day the will of 
God elects him to á place from which all hum an 
honors look small and empty.

I need not say that Mr. Greeley’s heart was as 
large as his brain; th at love lor hufnauity was an 
inwrought clement of his nature. TIiIm was so com­ 
plete, so {lerfect In him that it touched all sides of 
humanity, so to speak, and it was uianiiested in a 
Kindness the record of which Is in many a brother 
heart, and m a hand ever ready to help, aud in one 
of the kindest faces ever worn by man, the expres­ 
sion of which was as a moetlu.g of gentle lights 
w ithout a name. The hundreds ol poor, toH-wom 
men who yesterday pressed throiigu tlio crowd to 
tako a last look at that wan countenance were 
moved by no mere curiosity. They came there 
not to gaze a t the face of the g reat journalist or 
lamoiis politician. They were draw n by the con- 
vlctiou that ho was the 
POOH MAN’S FRIEND,

The doctrine of a large tru st In m an, how­ 
ever qualified by painful experience, la necessary 
as the lOspliaUon of all noble effort and for all con­ 
tent af mind, for the working m uchlaery of life and 
lor every ilbre of the social organism .

Then, 1 say, let us he cheated by this Illusion 
always, shutting out the m eaner tru th aud deceiv­ 
ing ourselves to the grave.

Inspired his labors and characterized bis life. And 
here, 1 repeat, is a lessou lor us all. In trying to 
do the work of Hie we may he discouraged by in­ 
stances ol conspicuous greatness, especially great­ 
ness th at expresses iutellectual puw erand achieves 
splendid successes. It may seem to us th a t be­ 
cause we cannot do great tbiugs wc can do noth­ 
ing that IH of worth, aud that It m atters little w hat 
wc do.

eight Boboonera, was bnllt oy David Carll, of City 
Island, tbe builder of the tomona schooner yachts 
VestA Resolute, Ao. Mr. Carl] has always bad tbe 
reputation of finishing his boats in first class style;

The Seeretary of the Treeeary ia not a rery 
i^t Mholar. and atioks generally to hia erode 
theoriea with great tenacity; but there are 
aome things he la forced to learn. 
Experi­ 
ence and the logic of fiaota break down even

and dogmatic 
notions. 
Hence it is that we see in hia annual report 
juat submitted to Congreaa riewa entirely dif­ 
ferent from thoee he held previously on the 
subject of the currenoy and specie payments. 
Mr. Boutwell was one of the on-to-speoie-imy- 
ment belicrers, and held that the proper way 
to reach a specie basis wras to contract the 
ourrenoy.

assumed the doubtful responsibility lately of 
adding to the circulation. 
As a resolution 
calling upon the Seorttary for information as 
to what law authorized him to make an in­ 
creased issue of legal tender notes last October, 
offered by Mr. Randall, was adopted by the 
House of Representatives on Taesday, he will 
have an opportunity to explain this incon­ 
gruity between his theory and practice. Then 
in his report he says:—“This being the set­ 
tled purpose of the country—that is, that 
there should be no increase of circulation— 
there 
will

Still the Secretary wants to have the power 
of increasing the currency or of contracting it 
at will, and makes an argument in favor of 
such elasticity, os he calls it. 
He saw, prob­ 
ably, the necessity of such an argument for 
the purpose of justifying his action in re­ 
issuing legal tenders and in meddling with the 
money market continually. 
Evidently he has 
not very clear views on this subject. 
There is, 
indeed, a oonfosion and coufliot of ideas on 
it in his report 
Wo may, however, get at the 
drift of the policy he would establish. 
While 
insisting upon a fixed amount of currency as 
the only safeguard to basiness and v.aliies and 
os necessary to grow up to specie payments, 
ho has the idea of elasticity all the time in his 
mind. 
In other words, he would have the 
national bank currency fixed by law, but

Admitting that the govern­ 
ment may be prepared some day to redeem its 
own notes, when will the national banks be 
prepareil to [lay specie or legal tenders? The 
banks are very [lowerful, and arc not likely to 
willingly sulirnit to anything that would reduce 
their profits 
To have in their vaults an 
uuioiUit of coin or Iw»* temiera sufficient 


to redeem their note* woold cmnpel them to 
hold a far greater sum of dead or unprofitable 
capital than Umj are now required to h(Ud. 
The national banka look only to their own in- 
teroste, and they find these in an irredeemable 
currency, with the smallest amount of looked- 
up capital to represent that currency. 
It is difficult to see how this seesaw upon a 
mixed paper currency ia to maintain specie 
payments, if even we can reach a specie basis 
with them. 
The scheme is all theory. 
We 
know of nothing like it in practice. 
It might 
succeed, but we have our foars. It is at most 
merely an experimental system on an impor­ 
tant and vital matter. 
Mr. Boutwell seems to 
have got his idea of an elastic currenoy and 
control of the Troasniy Department over it 
from the operation of tiie Bank of England on 
the gold and discount market when it raises

The action of the Bank 
of England, however, is another thing.

To recur again to the idea of an elastic 
ourrenoy, we might ask if it would not be bet­ 
ter to make legal tenders oonvortiblo and re- 
oonvertibie into United States bonds at any 
time and to a given amount, the bonds to bear 
a rate of interest that oonld easily be calcu­ 
lated and the interest paid to the time of con­ 
version. If currency wore too abundant, and, 
as a oonseqnenoe, interest low, people would 
take up bonds for the higher interest on them, 
and if on the next day or next week currency 
should be scarce, or money tight, to use a 
Wall street expression, people would convert 
their bonds into legal tenders. 
The market 
would regulate itself, and would leave the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury to attend to his legiti­ 
mate business without iutert'ering with the 
trade and values of the country. 
If we are to 
have paper money this certainly wüuld lie a 
better way of regulating it than Mr. BoiiL 
weir.s plan of elasticity and balancing between 
two kinds of currency. 
Our financial .system 
under the present management is in a crude 
and abnormal condition, and the sooner we 
find some way to get out of it the better. The 
great want of the time is an able finance 
minister and statesman at the head of the 
Treasury Department. 


O u r C orreapondcnca from F ra n e e . 
Wo print to-day an interview of a IIebald 
correspondent in the i ’rench capital with M. 
Leon Gaml>etta. The long and most inter­ 
esting conversation occurred ju.st before the 
reopening of the sittings of the National As­ 
sembly, and its sentences ate of great value to 
the full understeuding of the spirited struggle 
which has since taken place in thi^ legislative 
theatre at Versailles. 
The 
ex-Dictator, a 
leader of the radical Left, is presented in 
his own words as the fiim supporter of the 
cou.servati.sm of President Thiers, and we 
cease to wonder at seeing him and M. Louis 
Blanc ;ipp!aud the sentences of the message 
as they were uttered from the tribune in the 
masterly oratory of the chief executive. 
M. 
Thiers and the radicals alike have reasons 
to prefer peace under the present condi­ 
tion of thiugs to any monarchical experi­ 
ment or to the anarchy which threatens 
any attempted change. 
The carefol advo­ 
cates of republicauism, among whom M. 
Gambetta is a recognized chief, are confident 
that a new election will give thorn absolute 
control of the destinie.s of the nation; but 
meanwhile they see M. Thiers clearing #ff the 
German indemnity and fostering the national 
resources. 
They are content that for some 
mouths this should continue, so that they 
may succeed to power under happier aus­ 
pices than those in which M. Thiers took the 
reins. They recognize the ability of the great 
Executive and are willing to give France the 
benefit, though they do not assent to all his 
views. So, when he pronounced the grand 
declaration that “the Bepublio is the only gov­ 
ernment now practicable for France," it was 
natural that he should have won the approval 
of those men in the Assembly who love the 
Republic better than they do the President. 
We are now informed that the storm in the 
Chamber has cleared up, with a prospect of 
the continued power of President and Cabinet. 
Meanwhile republican France is gaining in 
strength and confidence, and in good time 
will teach Europe the lesson of self-govern­ 
ment.

These ferocious animals 
are to be used for the capture of fugitive 
negroes who still remain sheltered in the

marine depot at our very doors, and that the 
Qem of the Antilles is to be dimmed of its 
sparkle by the results of the operations of the 
lash of the overseer and the army “cat" and 
the fangs of infuriated hounds.

1%e obsequies were worthy of the 
man, and it would be nnjoat to lefiue to ad­ 
mit that New York honored itoelf by the re- 
speot wfaieh it showed to the memory of the 
great journalist 
It ia bnt seldom that sooh a 
spectacle as our streets presonted yesterday is 
witnessed in any city or among any people. 
Not sinoe the funeral of the lamented Lincoln 
has such an impressive scene been witnessed, 
and not even then were sympathy and sorrow 
so visible on the taoes of the crowds of human 
beings who Hned the sidewalks. In thechoroh 
and among those irtio followed the remains to 
the grave wore noticeable many of the city’s 
most distinguished children. 
It was not, 
however. New York alone which did honor 
yesterday to the great departed. 
Our sister 
cities, Brooklyn and Jersey City, and tbe 
neighboring townships were well represented. 
Representatives from Baltimore and Philadel­ 
phia and other of the large cities of the 
Union wore not wanting, and the presence of 
President Grant, the Vice President and the 
Vioe President elect, gave proof that the na­ 
tion was monrning over the Itoss of one of its 
greatest oittaens. 
There was . nothing in the 
deraonstntion fitted to remind one of the 
more pompous funerata of Vhe Old World, 
when some prinoe or warrior or illustrious 
statesman is borne to his final home.

man taken away from the midst of them, bnt 
that they individually had lost a friend. 
“Goodness," said Dr. Chapin 
yesterday, 
when speaking over the remains of the dead, 
“goodness is better than greatness. 
It brings 
ns nearer to God." Few will refuse to admit 
that, whatever the faults of Horace Greeley, 
he had in him many of the elements of a truly 
good man. 
He was a man of the people, and 
the people’s cause he never abandoned. 
His 
sympathies were with the oppressed in all 
lauds, and with pen and purse he was ever 
ready to help them. 
The grave has now 
closed over his mortal remains; his spirit is 
with its God. Let his weaknesses and short­ 
comings, if he had such, be forgotten, and lot 
his great outstanding merits as a man and 
as a jourundist be remembered and held up as 
an example. 


Tike Prealdent an d the Norm ouE. 
The most friendly relations have been estab- 
liihed between John Bull and Brother Jona­ 
than ; but it appears that there is anything 
but a happy accord existing between General 
Grant and the Mormons. 
He says, in his 
Message of Monday last, that “it has seemed 
to be the purpose of the Territorial Legisla­ 
ture of Utah to evade all responsibility to the 
government of the United States, and even 
to hold a position in hostility to it,” and ha 
therefore recommends “a careful revision of 
the present laws of the Territory by Congress, 
and the enactment of such a law as the one 
proposed in Congress at the last session, or 
something similar to it, as will secure peace, 
the equality of all citizens before the law and 
the ultimate extinguishment of polygamy." 
Evasion of responsibility by the Mormons to 
the government, and even hostility to it, are 
serioos charges. 
In reply the Salt Lake City 
Herald (Mormon organ) says that “the Presi­ 
dent has been misinformed and misled," and 
that “in no part of the United States is the 
constitntion held in more reverence and the 
laws esteemed more sacred than in Utah." 
Bnt an anti-Mormon or Gentile Salt Lake 
paper, the Journal, refutes these protestations 
in strong terms, or, in other words, it sus­ 
tains the charges of the Message, that the 
Latter Day Saiute are disloyal; that they do 
seek, in their Territorial government, to evade 
their responsibility to the national govern­ 
ment and are arrayed in hostility to it 
The 
President, upon his official responsibility, 
makes his charges. 
He is satisfied that they 
are true. 
He invites the attention of ,the two 
houses to the subject from which it is ap­ 
parent that he does not fear an investi­ 
gation into the facts. 
But tbe Mormons 
declare 
that 
he 
has been 
misinformed 
and misled, and they, at all events, are entitled 
to a hearing. 
Every traveller who has visited 
Salt Lake City wiU testify that from hU obser- 
vations it is one of the most orderly places of 
twenty-five thousand inhabitants within the 
limita of the United States; that upon the 
surfiaoe, at least, there are no signs of discord 
between Mormons and Gentiles, and that, in 
consideration of what those industrions Mor­ 
mons have done for the country at large in 
the settlement and development of the ra- 
sourcee of Utah, justice should be tempered 
with mercy in the dealings of the general 
government with them, even in the matter of 
that “twin relic of barbarism,” polygamy. 
The President proposes a new Territorial 
law for Utah, similar to the bill introduced 
at the last session, or something of that 
description, which will secure equal rights to 
all citizens and the nltimate extinguishment 
of polygamy. 
Very good. 
Bnt from our in­ 
formation of the existing condition of things 
in Utah very little legislation will now be 
ro([uired to secure these desirable objects. 
The Pacific Railroad is doing the work—

surely and 
effectively. The rising generation of Mormons 
are already half Gentile. 
Treat their commu­ 
nity with a generous regard for their rights, 
and the wrongs of Mormondom will quietly 
disapiMar.

citizens, and are bound, concerning their 
rights, to respect them and our compact with 
Mexico.

Th e S trik in g Stokers la I.ondon. 
England is paying the penalty of a badly 
adjusted system of work and wages in a suc­ 
cession of strikes, which are disturbing 
nearly all the industries of that great island 
workshop. 
These “turnouts" have occurred 
not only in the ordinary departments of labor. 
Policemen, civil service clerks. Post Office 
assistants and other public servants have tried 
by organized action to force an increase of 
pay, and now the stokers in the several gas 
works have taken their turn at this argnment 
of standing still. 
Without their labor the 
great city could have no supply of gas, so its 
millions of inhabitants have been forced to 
do without artificial light, except such os they 
could make with lamps and candles. 
Five 
hundred of these men have been summoned 
before a police court to answer for this deed 
of darkness, while two thonsand of them 
have gathered in Trafalgar square to talk over 
the cruelties of capital and encourage each 
other in the refusal to resume work till their 
demands should be complied with. 
As un­ 
employed labor throngs the streets of London 
it is probable that the companies will be able 
to fill the places of the strikers and light the 
city; and, th o u ^ the community may believe 
that the laborers have suffered injostioe, there 
will belittle disposition to uphold them in 
bringing inconvenience and annoyance upon 
everybody even to obtain justice for them­ 
selves. In tbe end it is likely that, so long as 
the labor market is overstocked, great cor­ 
porations wiU, in the main, be able to make 
their own prices for it, and those who are not 
willing to accept them will be allowed to “go 
West,” and find hoiqps where the great ma­ 
jority are able to be their own employer».

There is suggestion of terrible suffering in 
the account of the destmction of the Bush- 
wick avenue car stables. 
“There were more 
than a hundred horses in the stables, and so 
rapidly did the 
flames spread that only 
twenty-five of them were rescued.” Thus, 
seventy-five helpless horses were roasted to 
death. 
They had no power to tell their tor­ 
tures, or even to ask the men whom they had 
so faithfully served to avoid in future placing 
horse life in such danger. 
It is hard enough 
to be slaves to hnmanity without being sub­ 
jected to such torment 
Bnt the risk of fire 
is not the only hazard to which a great por­ 
tion of the horses employed in our cities are 
exposed. They are kept by hundreds together 
in close, damp, underground oellars, where 
man can hardly breathe. 
It seems not to be 
considered by some of our large owners that 
horses require far more oxygen than man, and 
that to deprive them of it by stabling them in 
crowded confined places, is to invite disease 
and shorten their lives. 
There are thousands 
of valuable animals in this city thus abused, 
and it is no wonder that they fall easy victims 
to contagion, or if in case of a fire they are 
consumed by scores. 
They deserve better 
treatment in this respect, and the owners 
would serve their own interests by making 
better provision for their dumb servants.

Governor W alker was rather severe on the na­

mendaUons, whloh w ere enUrely in antagonism 
to the course subsequently pursued by the Legla- 
latnre, in regard to the (Undlng of the pabtlc 
debt.

If needed, could be obtained, in the way of a 
guarantee upon the first mortgage bonds of the 
company, to a suffioient amonnr to complete tiio 
canuL To this extout, and this only, la there any 
real hope of goveruuient aid In this enterprise. 
WhUe It 18 a work of national im portante, 
AND IN CASK OK WAR, 
under certain, though not very probable clrcuni- 
Biaufos, might be of incalculable benefit to the 
nation, yet It does not fall within that category of 
iinprovementa which the national governm ent 
feels Itself authorized to make on its own uccouui. 
It has within a few ytars past been granting sub­ 
sidies of public lands to aid ID the construction of 
rallrooda to the Pacific, but even this form of al'l 
has been discontinued, and. I hope, forever. The 
reasons which Induced these subsidies do not apply 
to this canal as an improvement to any consider­ 
able extent. 
The argum ents In favor of this 
scheme have been worn threadbare in the case of 
the Niagara .Ship Oanal, the Illinois Ship Ganal and 
the

River iuiproveineni 
and other like 
schemes. I state these tacts not to discourage anv 
proper efforts on behalf of our great and much 
ueedcd w ater line, but simply to dispel the 
ILLUSIVE AND KICTITIOUS HOl'ES 
and expectations which interested parties have 
been sedulously endeavoring to44wpirc. The plan 
above indicated, in my judgment, is the only one 
liossesaing even the germ of success, and the 
sooner we all concéntrate 
our effort.* upon 
it the sooner will our expectations he realized. 
Tliat Uie Investments nlrea«ly made In this Im­ 
provement in its present condiUou are valuele.-«a 
and that its completion is of vital importance to 
the people of onr state, os well as the great vulleys 
of the Mississippi and Missouri and Ohio, no uno 
can question. The only suhjeot of discussion is 
how It can he accomnlished. If the I,egislatnre 
will modify Its action of last W inter so as to clothe 
the Commissioners with full power to transfer 
this proporty absolutely and without the delay 
which might be occasioned ny reference hack to 
the Legislature for its approval, 1 am hopeful of an 
opportunity within the next year of aecuring such 
a combination of private capital and ability as 
will undertake and insure the completion of this 
great Improvement, which has been the dream of 
our ancestors and contributes Urgely to the hope* 
entertained by oorselves.” 
This is considered a most peculiar recommenda­ 
tion. 
Among all parties and on all sides I hear 
the hope expressed that the representatives of the 
State m Congress and all others interested will 
force this m atter upon the attention of Congress 
both at the present and alt future sessions nntil 
the scheme is accomplished. Repnbllcans particu­ 
larly favor the scheme of national aid to com­ 
plete this enterprise.

Then,

and caused

feeling In this diocese. Whether High Church or 
Low Church was to p^redomlnate formed the chief 
bone of contention. The advocates of the doctrines 
ol lllBh Chnreh pot forth the Rev. Dr. Uenjamin J. 
Hntght as their candidate, and his opponent was 
the Rev. Dr. Alexander H. Vinton, both being pro­ 
minent clcrgym cn.rcstdcntln New York. There are 
about one hundred and twenty-live pnrlsiie* In the 
state, and they were represented by their several 
rectors and larmen to the number ot 240. Dr. Vin­ 
ton was elected Ifrcsldnnt of tho Convention by 
acc!amatlon, and for a time It seemed as if hi* 
election waa 
assured. 
The Convention, how­ 
ever, took a recess after this proceeding, and 
a great deal of logrolling was accomplished boloro 
the reassembling in the afternoon, when the bal­ 
loting was commenced.

I 
do noioojeci to priests teaching in Htate iwhools 
so long as they do not take advantage of their 
position to propagate their religious (and very 
olten their politleai) opinions. 
What I do most 
strongly object to is the present system of subven- 
tloning religious schools—I mean those kept by 
priests or nuns to the prejudice of lay schools. 
What I should wish for is complete Uberty in the 
m atter, so long as the .State refused to give pecu­ 
niary aid to any schools in which there was reu- 
gious teaching; 
And, pray, nnderatand me th at I 
do not mean to be hostile to religion, but as unfor­ 
tunately we cannot be said to have any national 
religion in France, but only rival sects. It is impos­ 
sible to avoid favoring one sect a t the expense of 
its rivals. Mind, I am not hostile to religion, but 1 
repeat that in a conntry like France it is impossi­ 
ble lor the sta te to interfere in religious m atters 
w ithout uiilalrly protecting one parUcular creed 
against others.”

So, when he pronounced the grand 
declaration that "the Bepttblic is the only gov- 
ernment now practicable for France," it was 
natural that he should have won the approval 
of those men in the Assembly who love the

The great success and value of oitr Storm 


Bureau bos just been most signally displayed 
in Canadian waters. On Friday last, although 
furnished with no stations of observation in 
Now Brunswick or Nova Scotia, tho Signal 
Officer, foreseeing conditions favorable to ft 
violent galo in these districts, telegraphed as 
much to the various ports threatened. As our 
special telegraphic correspondence from St. 
•Tohn, N. B., has already shown, the warning 
was in good time and more abundantly sus- 
tained than tho storm warnor could havo pos- 
sibly desired for his own oorreotness of deduc- 
tion. Iu the benefit of tho American weather 
telegrams, as now extended to Canada, Ameri- 
can vessels in the Canadian waters share 
equally with thoao of other nations, while tho 
•extension of tho system to our neighbors 
stimulates tho co-operative scientific research 
and general good will of both sections. Tho 
Oonadiau territory lies very near the oceanio 
region in which occurs the commingling of 
the great Gulf Stream with the Labrador or 
polar ice current and also tho analogous 
meeting of the equatorial and polar air cur- 
rents, and hence it is near a well marked 
storm laboratory. 


It is of the utmost importance to maritime 


and shipping interests that tho harbors of New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Newfoundland 
should bo supplied with a signal system of 
their own government, fully organized, and 
thus more capable of co-operating with the 
Washington Signal Office and also of improv- 
ing the telegraphic weather intelligence ob- 
tainable from our network of stations.

£berefoie recommends "a careful revision of 
the present laws of the Territory by Congress, 
and the enactment of such a law as the one 
proposed in Congress at the last session, or 
something similar to it, as will secure peace, 
the equality of all citizens before the law and 
the ultimate extinguishment of polygamy." 


Evasion of responsibility by the Mormons to 


the government, and even hostility to it, are 
serious charges. In reply the Salt Lake City 
Herald (Mormon organ) says that "the Presi- 
dent has been misinformed and misled," and 
that "in no part of the United States is the 
constitution held in more reverencs and the 
laws esteemed more sacred than in Utah." 
Bat an anti-Mormon or Gentile Salt Lake 
paper, the Journal, refutes these protestations 
in strong terms, or, in other words, it sus- 
tains the charges of the Message, that the 
Latter Pay Saints are disloyal; that they do 
seek, in their Territorial government, to evade 
their responsibility to the national govern- 
ment and are arrayed in hostility to it. The 
President, upon his official responsibility, 
makes his charges. He is satisfied that they 
are true. He invites the attention of the two 
houses to the subject, from which it is ap- 
parent that hs does not fear an investi- 
gation into the facts.

and misled, and they, at all events, are entitled 
to a hearing.

Five 
hundred of these mea have been summoned 
before a police court to answer for this deed 
of darkness, while two thousand of them 
have gathered in Trafalgar square to talk over 
the cruelties of capital and encourage each 
other in the refusal to resume work till their 
demands should be complied with. As un- 
employed labor throngs tho streets of London 
it is probable that the companies will be able* 
to fill the places of the strikers and light the 
city; and, though the community may believe 
that the laborers have suffered injustice, there 
will be little disposition to uphold them in 
bringing inconvenience and annoyance upon 
everybody even to obtain justice for them- 
selves. In the end it is likely that, so long as 
the labor market is overstocked, great cor- 
porations will, in the main, be able to make 
their own prices for it, and those who are not 
willing to -accept them will be allowed to "go 
"West," and find homes where the great ma- 
jority are able to be their own employers.

And, pray, understand me that I 
do not mean to be hostile to religion, but as nnfor- 
tim:itely we cannot be said to have auy national 
religion in France, but only rival sects, it is impos- 
sible to avoid favoring -oue sect at the expense ol 
its rivals. Mind, I am uot hostile to religion, but t 
repeat that in a country like France it is impossi- 
ble for the State to interfere in religious matters 
without unlairly protecting one particular cro.cd 
against, others."

GAMBETTA-*It is quite astonishing the progress 
ultramontamsm has made in France during ttie 
last twenty vears or so.

Thirty years a"o such a 
pilgrimage as that lately to Lourdes would have 
been simply impossible. 1'ou could not have got 
people to go except a few hundreds of benighted 
peasants in Britlarjy. Sow people come from all 
parts of-France. 


THE POL7CY TOWARDS JESUlTISiT. 


Willing to sound Gambetta as to what would be 
his conduct with regard to the Jesuits in case he 
should come into power in France, I asked him 
what he thought of Bismaick's onslaught on the 
Roman CatUolics in Germany.

The market 
would regulate itself, and would leave the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to attend to his legiti- 
mate business without interfering with the 
trade and values of the country. If we are to 
have paper money this certainly would be a 
better way of regulating it than Mr. Boat^ 
•well's plan of elasticity and balancing between 
two kinds of currency. Our financial system 
under the present management is in a crude 
and abnormal condition, and tho sooner we 
find some way to get out of it the better. The 
great want of the time is an able finance 
minister and statesman at the head of the 
Treasury Department.

The great success and value of oitr Storm 


Bureau bos just been most signally displayed 
in Canadian waters. On Friday last, although 
furnished with no stations of observation in 
Now Brunswick or Nova Scotia, tho Signal 
Officer, foreseeing conditions favorable to ft 
violent galo in these districts, telegraphed as 
much to the various ports threatened. As our 
special telegraphic correspondence from St. 
•Tohn, N. B., has already shown, the warning 
was in good time and more abundantly sus- 
tained than tho storm warnor could havo pos- 
sibly desired for his own oorreotness of deduc- 
tion. Iu the benefit of tho American weather 
telegrams, as now extended to Canada, Ameri- 
can vessels in the Canadian waters share 
equally with thoao of other nations, while tho 
•extension of tho system to our neighbors 
stimulates tho co-operative scientific research 
and general good will of both sections. Tho 
Oonadiau territory lies very near the oceanio 
region in which occurs the commingling of 
the great Gulf Stream with the Labrador or 
polar ice current and also tho analogous 
meeting of the equatorial and polar air cur- 
rents, and hence it is near a well marked 
storm laboratory. 


It is of the utmost importance to maritime 


and shipping interests that tho harbors of New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Newfoundland 
should bo supplied with a signal system of 
their own government, fully organized, and 
thus more capable of co-operating with the 
Washington Signal Office and also of improv- 
ing the telegraphic weather intelligence ob- 
tainable from our network of stations.

The Lots of the Missouri. 


The Treasury Department has received the offi- 


cial report of the Court of Inquiry held at Nassau, 
N. P., under the act of 28 Victoria, into the loss of 
the American steamer Missouri, which was burned 
off Abaco October 28. The evidence is very volu- 
minous, consisting of the testimony of most of the 
crew and officers saved. 
The Court finds, first, 


that the vessel was hurriedly put to sea, and 
although fitted with new boilers and newly re- 
paired machinery, no trial trip toot place for the 
purpose of testing them; 
second, that the

The Lots of the Missouri. 


The Treasury Department has received the offi- 


cial report of the Court of Inquiry held at Nassau, 
N. P., under the act of 28 Victoria, into the loss of 
the American steamer Missouri, which was burned 
off Abaco October 28. The evidence is very volu- 
minous, consisting of the testimony of most of the 
crew and officers saved. 
The Court finds, first, 


that the vessel was hurriedly put to sea, and 
although fitted with new boilers and newly re- 
paired machinery, no trial trip toot place for the 
purpose of testing them; 
second, that the

can be little doubt tuat the fire originated from 
the heating of the boiler, it can scarcely be ques- 
tioned that the wort of felting was imperfectly 
executed.
